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FUNDS  FOR  RESEARCH  AT  STATE 

AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS,    1963 

The  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  and  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  carry  on  approxinaately  90  percent  of  all  scientific 
research  for  the  improvement  of  agriculture.     They  maintain  a  continu- 
ing program  of  quality  research  aimed  at  increasing  the  efficiency  of 
production  and  marketing  and  to  improve  the  economic  and  social 
conditions  of  farm  and  rural  people  in  the  broadest  sense.     They  are 
State  institutions,   but  all  of  them  have  important  relationships  with  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  basis  for  this  relationship,    and  the  highly  productive  research  that 
has  been  done  under  it  during  the  past  75  years,    was  the  Hatch  Act  of  1887. 
It  and  later  authorizing  legislation,    consolidated  in  the  Hatch  Act  of  1955, 
provided  for  annual  payments  of  research  grants  to  the  States,    most  of 
them  under  a  specific  formula  by  which  State  funds  are  required  to  match 
Federal  payments. 

The  major  source  of  Experiment  Station  support  comes  from  appropria- 
tions of  State  Legislatures.     A  substantial  part  conaes  from  the  Federal- 
grant  payments  and  from  appropriations  authorized  in  Section  204  (b)  of 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  1946.     The  total  obligations  of  non- 
Federal  funds  during  the  fiscal  year  1963  were  $135,  982,  270  as  com- 
pared with  a  total  of  Federal- grant  obligations  under  the  Hatch  Act  and 
Section  204  (b)  of  $36,  667,  681  or  a  ratio  of  $3.  70  of  State  funds  for  $1 
of  Federal- grant  money. 

Departmental  agencies,   working  in  cooperation  with  the  Experiment 
Stations,   also  spend  about  $37  million  in  the  States.     Grants  and  con- 
tracts from  other  Federal  agencies  anaounted  to  about  $20.  1  million  in 
1963.     In  addition  the  stations  derive  some  support  from  nongovern- 
mental sources  such  as  grants  from  farmer  cooperatives,   foundations, 
and  industry. 

The  Cooperative  State  Research  Service  provides  a  judicious  review  of 
the  use  of  grant  funds  and  regional  funds  available  to  stations,   assists 
station  directors  and  workers  in  identifying  major  problem  areas, 
provides  professional  review  of  scientific  programs  under  way,    and  con- 
sults with  directors  on  the  best  use  and  distribution  of  available  scientific 
talent.     It  provides  a  centralized  location  for  abstracting  and  summariz- 
ing projects,    thus  getting  a  faster  flow  of  science  information  from 
worker  to  worker. 

Reports  on  the  work  and  results  of  station  research  in  a  given  State  are 
available  by  writing  the  director  whose  name  and  address  for  a  given 
State  appear  on  the  inside  back  cover  page  of  this  leaflet.     A  listing  of 
State  Experiment  Station  publications  received  in  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Library  appears  in  the  Agricultural  Bibliography  published 
11  times  a  year  and  available  in  all  Land-Grant  Colleges  and  University 
libraries,   also  in  public  libraries  in  principal  localities.
